Cross from a searching, parly1 headed 
by Jack Combs, Miami undertaker, 
said it was estimated between 400 and 
500 persons had lost their lives in the 
storm-striken keys. 


100 Deaths Reported 


MIAMI, 
Fla.—(#>)—More than 100 


deaths were reported Tuesday night 
along Florida's swept keys as a trop- 
ical hurricane, raging northwestward 
along the west coast 
whipped .up 


winds estimated at 100 miles an hour 
at Boca Grande. 


Seventy-eight persons, all but three 


of them war veterans, were killed at 
the Rock Harbor canip of war vet- 
erans, Coast Guard headquarters ad- 
vised. 


The report said: 
"Seventy-five dead, 47 injured, four 


doctors killed; no medical aid, no food 
or water, no medical supplies or cloth- 
ing. Request immediate medical aid, 
water and supplies. No communica- 
tions on Islamarado and Matacumbe." 


The veterans were in camps on the 


keys building u long overseas high- 
way to provide a direct route between 
Miamia and Key West. 


A relief train sent down to the keys 


last night to remove the 650 veterans 
still was marooned tonight but a re- 
port to Coasl Guard headquarters said 
all passengers were safe.

LITTLE ROCK.—Despite the deplet- 


ed treasuries of the four counties in 
his circuit which have made it prac- 
tically .impossible to hold terms of 
court as provided by lav/ during the 
past year, Judge S. Marcus Bone of
